It is tobe hoped, then that more 
“rural district boards will allow then

ers at the Fall Convention to be held 
in Red. Deer on Nov. 6th and 7th. 

Preparation of School Exhibits 

(Most of the Elementary Science ex- 
‘hibits will have to be collected and 
‘prepared during June or the summer 
holidays; but the fall is the best 
time for collecting leaves and the 
Agricultural Book should be done in 
connection with regular clase work. 

Some comment is required on a 
number of classes in Industrial Art. 
In Class 96, landscape by paper tear- 
ing or cutting, the pencil or crayon 
should not be used except to colour 
paper from which a feature of the 
landscape is to be cut. The use of 
fllustrations from papers or maga- 
zines, no matter how well arranged 
into a landscape, will disquaify the 

ekhibit. The Grade Ii landscape, 
Class 99, calls for various tree forms 
and a road; Grade IV, Class 101, trees 
and hills. Great care should be 
taken with the lampshades, Class 
103, A close study of Part II of the 
eourse. provides clear specifications. 
Shading is allowed in the ‘still life 
group, No. 104, Trees are the main 
consideration in- No, 106 and several 
different types shonld be incorpor- 
ated in the landscapes, No. 106 calls 
for the spacing of ONE wall of a 
room. Far too many exhibitors show 
na corner.of a room which is not only 
much more different, but, in some 
cases, looks far too much like 43 
dainty corner from an advertisement 
in ‘‘Good Housekeeping’’. In judg- 
ing postens, Nos. 107 and 108, the 
Alphabet is the first consideration. 
There is so much doubt as to what

There was no saventiod for them 
when four, men stepped out, of two 
hydro-aeroplanes which landed’ on 
the Ottawa River Wednesday.

The 
party was composed of an officer 
and two men of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force and a civilian from the 
Department of the Interior and they 
had returned from a 20,000, mile voy- 
age mapping the unmapped hinter- 
land of Canada. 

Not for them any trophy awarded 
for: a flight of 5,000 miles over a 
charted course dotted with aerodrom- 
es and gasoline stations.

Not 
for them publicity scattered broad- 
cast by enlisted press agents and ad- 
vertising managers who heralded 
their coming. Theirs the public ser- 
vice of Canada; the silent service an- 
ent which members rise in the House 
to ask, ‘‘Against whom are we arm- 
ing?’’ whenever the Department of 
National Defence estimates are pres- 
ented. 

They were not hailed as an ‘‘ar- 
mada of the air’’ yet they covered 
20,000 miles over terrain which knew 
little or nothing of the trend of hu- 
man foot much less of hotels and 
re-feuling stations. Yet, unlike the 
flight which paused at Calgary a few 
weeks since in the course of a mere 
5,000 mile journey from one hotel to 
another, there was no reward await- 
ing them at the end.

The R-101, which burned crude oil, 
was engaged in a great flight to In- 
dia and back again. .The giant ship’z 
first stop was scheduled to be Is- 
malia, distance about 2,800 miles 
from London. From Ismalia to Kara- 
chi, terminal point of airships on the 
outward trip is 2,530 miles. Kara- 
chi was expected to be reached in 4 
or 5 days. 

The disaster occurred at 2.30 a.m, 
(9:30 p.m. Eastern Standard Time, 
Saturday) as a gale was blowing in 
from the channel. 

The big .airship, cruising at an al- 
titude of 400 feet on her way south 
to Bordeaux, crashed into a farmer’s 
field near the village of Alonne. 

iBy the time farmers, roused by the 
sound, had reached the field, the 
pride of Britain’s dirigibles was a 
massof fiercly ,burning flames. 

Thé authorities at the Beauvair 
prefecture were notified by telephone 
and rushed with the police and firat 
aid kit. 46 the field. They were too 
late to save more, than seven of ail 
the brave and distinguished men who 
set out cheerfully for the East Sat- 
urday afternoon.

Albertans Die 


in Plane Crash| 


Gleichen, Oct, 5—Irvin Hinker, 24- 
year-old pilot, of Granum, and Har- 
vey Menard, 20 years old, of Gleich- 
en, a passenger, were killed at 3:18 
o*clock Sunday afternoon when their 
plane crashed while landing in a fie'd 
just east of Gleichen. 

The plane was seen to stall sudden- 
ly and then te‘dive nose down into 
the ground. As it crashed it began 
to burn fiercly and before horrified 
spectators, of who there were many, 
could do anything to help, the mach- 
ine was engulfed by the flames and 
the two occupants, both of whom 
were presumed to have been killed in 
the crash, were burned beyond recog- 
nition. 

Hinker was flying the plane own- 
ed by Dr. A. G. Scott, of Bassano, 
which recently had done yeoman 
work in the successful endeavor to 
detect the whereabouts of the two 
Queenstown bank robbers. He had 
been flying around Gleichen for most 
of the day, taking up passengers. His 
presence had attracted a large nuni- 
ber of spectators to the stubble field 
of Jacob Bollinger which adjoins the 
townsite on the east. There had been 
no difficulty in a number of landings 
and take-offs and the pilot was just 
chmbing on his flight with the yout) 
Merard when he crashed. Spectators 
of the event were not competent to 
say what went wrong, the crash com- 
ing so quickly just when all had pre- 
pared to see the safe ascent. They 
declared, however, there wae a per- 
ceptible stall. before the plane went 
into a steep dive and plunged into the 
ground.
